In 1M8. LewU rejoined the AFL and wan 
made a vice prealdent and member ot the 
eaecQtlTe eouncU. Thla was the autus quo 
mm UU IMT. wben the federation Incurred 
hU dlapleacurt. 

No doubt the fedenUoo would like those 
600,000 miners back. But lt« leaders mu-st 
wlnee at the thought of putting up sgdl] 
with LewU" unpredictable behavior, which 
eften rwemWei a cold war agalnrt elmost 
ererrbody.
